Where the educated and 
refind undergo the changes incident to labori 
ous oceupations—for the constant use of the 
axe and the plough alters men’s feelings as 
well astheir. appearance—and where rude 
industry is also changed by the success whieh 
gives it the benelit of education, it is impos- 
sible for the two ses not to meet. As 
the one goes down—at least in its oceupa- 
tions—it meets the other coming up by rea- 
son of its suecess, and both eventually occupy 
ihe same pedestal. T have seen this soctal 
problem worked out over again in Upper 
Canada, and bave never known the result 
different. Pride, in America, must. “ stoop 
to conquer ;” rude industry rises always. 
‘The manner of living of the Upper Cana- 
dian farmer may be summed up. in a few 
words. MHehas plenty, and he enjoys it. 
‘The native Canadians almost universal 
a large portion of the old country people, 
at the same table with their servants or labor,

y. Plenty reigus in his granary, plenty 
is exhibited in his farm yard, plenty gleams 
from his corn fields, and plenty smiles in the 
faces of his children. But let it not-be 
imagined that this plenty is gained without 
continuous labor, and the excercise of judg- 
ment and: intelligence. Many of the finest 
farms in Upper Canada have passed out of 
the hands of those whose hands won them 
from the forest; and many more are exhaust- 
ed and unproductive, through injudicious 
management, indolence, or inattention ; and 
in some instances the very laborers on the 
farms which have been sold and wasted by 
the second generation, have been able to pur- 
chase them, Industry literally converted the 
labourer into the lord, ‘vhilst extravagance 
and indolence reduced the lord to the laborer. 
Nor haye old country people, who brought 
habits of extravagance with them, or who 
knew not how to work, and refused to learn, 
fared much better. For labor, which 
achieves, as I bave shown, so much in Cana- 
da, may, by reason of its great cost, be pro- 
portionally ruinous, if it is injudicially em- 
ployed or misdirected. It is like the sails, 
which, if the steering be good, may fill and 
work beautifully ; but if the helm be ill man- 
aged, may bring every thing to a stand 
slill, or endanger the whole s! 

As a general rule, the gentleman furmer, 
or rather the gentleman who would not bea 
farmer, because he would not learn the value 
of labour, or how to direct it when lie employ- 
ed it, has lamentably failed in Upper Canada. 
‘Phe gentleman, however, who is willing to 
take his coat off, and,as the Yankees quaintly 


his own axe,” may be certain of plenty, and 
have the consolation as well—through the 
rise of property—of leaving his children well 
off. At all events, he will leave them where 
they will have been taught how to succeed,

Thrilling Adventure in India. 


During a residence of some months ata sta- 
tion on the Malabar coast of Hindostan, I fre- 
quently went into the forest alone, for the pur- 
pose of amusing myself by the great variety of 
yame, but seldom ventured so faras to prevent 
my returning before night.

The excitement of the moment hav- 
ing passed by, the mother seemed very cheer 
jul, and rejoiced greatly that herself and boys 
‘had teen, as she thought, so “providentially 
delivered from the house of bondage!” Bor 
the first time in her life she could look upon 
herself and children and feel free! 

Having felt the iron in her heart for the 
best half of her days—having been sold with 
her children on the auction block—having 
had one of her children sold far away from 
her without hope of ever seeing him again 
—she very naturally and wisely concluded 
to wo to Canada, fearing that if she remain- 
ed in this city—as some assured her she 
could do with entire safety—that she might 
again find herself im the clutches of the ty- 
rant from whom she had fled. 

But, a few items of what she related con- 
cerning the character of ber master. With- 
in the ast two years he had sold all his slaves 
—between thirty and forty in number—hav- 
ing purchased the present ones in that space 
of time. 

She said that before leaving Washington, 
coming on the ears, and at his father-in-law’s, 
in this city, a number of persons had told 
him that in bringing his slaves into Penn- 
sylvania they would be free. When told 
at his father-in-law’s, as she overheard it, 
that he * could not have done a worse thing,” 
&e,, he replied that “Jane would not leave 
him.” 

As much, however, as he affected to have 
such implicit confidence in Jane, he scarcely 
allowed her to be out of his presence a mo- 
ment while in this city. ‘To use Jane’s own 
language, he was “on her heels every min- 
ute,” fearing that some one might get to her 
ears the sweet music of freedom. By ihe 
way, Jane had it deep in her heart before 
leaving the South, and was bent on sueceed- 
ing in New York, if disappointed in Phila- 
delphia, 

‘At Bloodgood’s, after having been bel 
and left by the 2 o'clock train, while waiting 
for the 5 o'clock line, his appetite tempted 
him to take a hasty dinner. So afier plae- 
ing Jane where he thought she would be 
pretty secure from “evil communications” 
from the coloured waiters, and after giving 
her a double counselling, he made his way 
to the table; did not remain buta litile while 
however before leaving to look after Jane; 
finding her composed, looking over a banis- 
ler near where he left her, he returned to 
the table again and finished his meal. 

But, alas, for the slaveholder! Jane had 
| her top eye open,” and in that brief space 
had appealed to the sympathies of a person 
whom she ventured 10 trust, saying “Tan1 
my children are slaves,and we want liberty !” 
Tam not certain, but suppose that person, 
in the goodness of his heart, was the cause 
of the note being sent to the Anti-Slavery 
office, and hence the result. 

| As to her going on to New York to see 
her friends, and wishing to return to her 
three children in the South, and bis going 
to free her, d&c., Jane declared repeatedly 
and very positively, that there was not a 
particle of truth in what her master said on 
these points. ‘The truth is she had not the 
slightest hope of freedom through any act 
of his. She had only left one boy in the 
South, who had been sold far away, where 
she scarcely ever heard from him, indeed 
never expected to see him any more. 

In appearance, Jane is tall and well form- 
ed, high and large forehead, of genteel man- 
ners, chestnut color; and seems to possess, 
naturally, uncommon good sense, though of 
course she has never been allowed to learn 
to read. 

‘Thus I haye given as truthful a report as 
Lam capable of doing, of Jane and. the cir- 
cumstances connected with her deliverance.

The Philadelphia Slave Case. 


A correspondent in Philadelphia, ina let- 
ter dated Aug. 9, says:— 

“Phe Grand Jury found true bills yester- 
day against Passmore Williamson and the 
five colored men for riot and assault and bat- 
tery ; also against William Still, another 
colored man, clerk in tlfe Anti-Slavery office 
Mr. Still, on hearing of his indictinent, went 
forward voluntarily, and entered bonds for 
his appearance. J. M. McKin, Secretary 
of the Anti-Slavery Society, became his 
security. 

‘Dhe case came on to-day for trial; but 
the defendants not having been able, on so 
short a notice, to prepare their testimony, 
asked for a continuance, which, after a good 
deal of resistance on the part of the counsel 
for Mr. Wheeler, was granted. ‘The case 
is postponed till the 27th instant? 


More of the Wheeler Case. 


Col. J. H. Wheeler left Philadelphia on 
Saturday. THe had scarcely left the city 
when J. M. McKim, William Still, and Mr, 
Earle, a Jawyer, presented themselves at the 
office of Alderman Hibbard, and made the 
following aflidavit:— 

‘The information and complaint of Wm. 
Still, who being affirmed does say that John 
TH. Wheeler did, on 18th day of July, 1855, 
violently and tumullously seize upon Jane 
Johnson, and attempt to carry her away con- 
trary to her wish, claiming lier as a fugitive 
from servitude or labor, and that he attempt- 
ed. to carry away said Jane in a violent, tu- 
multuous and unreasonable manner, contrary, 
to the act of Assembly of March 3, 1847, 
in such case made and provided ; said Jobn 
EL. Wheeler is also at the same time charg- 
ed with assault and battery on the person of 
Jane Johnson aforesaid, and with the attempt 
to kidnap the said Jane Jobnson against the 
aforsaid act of Assembly. 

Affirmed and subseribed before me this 
11th day of August, 1855.

On Thursday morning, the Rev. Thomas 
| Dutton, colored preacher, anda man of con- 
siderable property andirreproachable charac- 
ter, committed suicide at his residence at 
Sandy Hill, N. J., about 10 o’clock. His 
wife having prepared breakfast, went up to 
eall him. Finding him asleep, she left him 
to go down again ; but returning shortly af- 
ter, she found the door barred. Fearing 
from recent strange conduct that he would 
harm himself, she alarmed a neighbor, who 
| mounted up a ladder to an outside window, 
when be was seen sitting on a chair, with his 
throat cut, and a razor in his hand, with the 
blood “streaming from the ghastly wound.

‘The house being yery much 
crowded with strangers, as well as members) 
we expected to see a large number of new 
meinbers added to the Band; but, I am sorry 
to say, the Constitution and By-Laws were 
lost, and could not be found.

This sad story appeared | 
to fall heavy on the mind of the speaker, and 
he being at a loss what to do, he resolved to 
give the Society some advice, which I think 
lasted about two hours.

them to do away with all differences of 
opinion, and come together, and build a large 
place of worship for all the colored people in 
London. Here, some slight contradiction had 
taken place in reference to imprisonment for 
small debts, but Mr. Fairfield affirmed never- 
theless, it was the case. Opponent said, he 
was not aware of any such law in Canada, 
but here, Mr. Fairfield finds 20 cases of im- 
prisonment in a place where there is no jail.

London, July 18th, 1855, 


The Louisville Riots, 


Dreadful Loss of Life. 


Monday last, 30th July, will be remem. 
bered by the citizens of Louisville for many 
years to come. Such hellish and diabolical 
acts as those committed in our midst, ina 
civilized and enlightened community are 
without parallel. 

The following incidents and loss of life — 
and property, without comment or note, is 
as near as we could get at the outrages com- 
mitted. It will satisfy those living at a dis- 
tance, that the greatest, the most vile out- 
rages ever known in any country has been 
perpetrated in the free city of Lousyille, 
Kentucky, P 

Before the polls were open half an hour, 
the Know-Nothings took possession of them, 
preventing all democrats and foreigners 
from voting. 

The first fight took place between an 
American and-an Irishman, in the vicinity 
of the Kentucky engine-house, which re- 
sulted in the death of the Tris:man, who 
died in jail. The American we believe was 
| badly hurt. 

A man named Townsend was shot and 
stabbed, on Jefferson street, while*goin 
from his store to his residence. He wil 
probably die. F 

A German shoemaker was killed while, 
harmlessly walking home, in the Second 
Ward. 

A crowd of Know-Nothings attacked 
two Germans, who were standing in front of 
their shop, and would have maltreated them 
had they not made good their escape. 

We heard of five Germans who were 
lying ina Drug Store, in a dying condition, 
on Jefferson above Preston street. 

A gang of bullies infested the upper part 
of town, and tore down several tenements 
near the bridge, on Jefferson street, and. 
cruelly beat several Germans, rebbed them 
of all the valuables in their possession, and 
broke every article of furniture in. their 
houses. 

Late in the evening, a brewery was set 
on fire, on Jefferson street, and burned to 
the ground. 

The Shelby street Catholic Church was 
broken open, searched, and many things 
broken. 

The mob then proceeded to the Court 
House, and got possession of a cannon and 
several guns, with which they marched 
through the Second and First Wards. 
Later in the evening, we saw them march- 
ing down Jefferson, we suppose to the 
Sah, and Eighth, carrying a banner 
with the motto “ America and Americans.” 

At the First Ward, we heard of three 
Germans who, with bloody heads, made 
their escape to their dwellings om Main 
street, but were followed by the crowd, fired 
on in the midst of women and children, and 
afterwards dragged out, unmercifully beaten 
until they fell senseless, 

Jesse Hughes, a good Democrat, was 
beaten, cut, and shot so badly, at the corner 
of Jefferson and Jackson streets, that he 
died shortly. 

At the first Ward there were a continual 
row, in which several men (we could not 
learn how many, or what side) got killed and 
mortally wounded. During the whole night 
that part of the town was illuminated from. 
the conflagration of the houses of poor and 
peaceable Germans, lit by the base incen- 
diaries match. We heard of two. Cooper 
shops, in which nobody was, that were set 
on fire, they were opposite R. Atkinson’s 
Pork House on Main street, 

While the Brewery on Jefferson was in 
flames, a German Jeaped from a house, tried 
to escape the blows aimed at his head, and 
had nearly succeeded, when a man whom 
he was passing in his flight knocked him 
down with a monster club, the crowd 
gathered around him and beat him iil he 
Jay insensible. 

At the Sixth Ward, at the Court House, 
the Know-Nothings were determined none 
but one of their order should vote ; not a 
democrat, but particularly a foreigner dare 
go up the steps. Several Trishmen were 
attacked on the corner of Fifth, by the 
Know-Nothing bullies, as they passed from 
one poll, to another, We saw an unlucky 
Trishbman who got in, but found the place: 
too hot for him, jumped out of the second 
story su the ground, for which he was taken 

‘0 jail. 

Aman, we believe, named Kelly, was 
shot in the Court-house Square, through 
the heart, and then taken to jail to die, we 
suppose. 

‘Two others were lying in the yard all 
night, who had been shot and brutally 
beaten during the fight in the evening. 

The Kighth Ward was the crowning 
scene of all, here death and destruction went 
hand in hand. The Irish were driven from 
the polls, they retaliated, in which we heard 
that an American was shot To revenge 
their brother, they attacked a whole row of 
Mr. Quinn’s frame bulldings. Shot in among: 
women and children, then broke in and 
out two men, and tried to kill them; suo 
ceeded with one and hung the other. Amid 
tantalising gibes and ribald jests, unbecoming 
even to Canibals or Vampyres, a woman wl 
attempted to save her husband was 
down stairs, breaking her neck a 
that she died. Several 
killed, the exac 
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The mob finding their game Becoming 
soarce, set the torch: to the houses: the wo. 
men fled, one we heard. of who. was flying 
with a’young infant in her arms, was fol- 
lowed by a hard-hearted wretch, who, com- 
ing up, put the muzzle of the weapon to the 


child's head, fired and dushed its brains over 
its mother’s arms, 


Up to.a late hour the horizon was illumi- 
nated with the flames of burned dwellings, 
in which many a poor honest working man, 
With his wife and dear little ones perished, 
in preference to coming out to meet death 
from pisto!s and bowie knives, in the hands 
of freemen. 

At Oakland, a mob from the 7th and 8th 
Wards, led on by — Wix and George Jones, 
made a sortie on the polls, badly beat seye- 
ral Germans, who retreated as quick as pos- 
sible. One of the Germans died at seven 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

An accidental discharge of a pistol, shot 
a boy in the leg, and a man in the hip, at the 
8th Ward, about noon on Monday. 

‘The mob continued all night on the watch 
for the d- d Trish and Dutch. To-day, 
an Irishman got beaten on Market street, 
sobad that he is not expected to live, he was 
arrested and put in jail. ‘The mob became 
excited at the Court-house, and would have 
again went on with their diabolical practices, 
had it not been for the exhortations of Judge 
Bullock and Mayor Barbee; Capt. Rousseau 
got a decree from the Mayor to organize a 
company of citizen police, from the protec- 
tion of property and life. 

The mob, we are informed, while the 
police were organizing at the Court house, 
badly beat a man on Front street, 


Coast of Africa. 


Serious Affray with the Natives, 


The steamship ‘Retriever’ arrived at Ply- 
mouth on Tuesday night, with the African 
mails and 3400 oz. of gold. She left Fer- 
nando Po, June 3rd, Bonny Gth, Lagos 9th, 
Acera 12th, Cape Coast 13th, Sierra Leone 
23rd, and Bathurst 27th, 


A smart affair ovcurred during the month 
of May, on the Malakoolo. river, north of 
Sierra Leone, between our troops and the 
natives. Differences having arisen between 
some traders and theinhabitants, the Peazer,? 
3 gun steamer, with a number of troops, was 
despatched to the spot. A vigorous fire was 
opened on the town with great effect. ‘The 
troops, however, did not disembark until the 
following day, when the natives, having re- 
ceived strong reinforcements, poured such a 
galling fire on our men that they were com- 
pelled to retire to their boats, with the loss 
of upwards of 100 killed and wounded. 
Lieutenant Nicholas, commander of the 
‘Peazer, was shot through both legs. 
Among the killed are Lieut. Wylie, Mr. 
Frith, of the Commissariat department, and 
Assistant Paymaster Andrew, of the Teazer,? 
who volunteered. 


Tn the conflict on the African coast, in 
which the steam gun vessel, and 150 officers 
and men of the WestIndia Regiment were 
engaged, 72 were killed, 12 wounded or mis- 
sing, and nine taken prisoners. One boat 
was capsized, containing 30 or 40 men, who 
were drowned-or-shot, 

‘The following are the authentic particulars 
of the affair : 

On the 21st of May, at 3 o’clock p. m.s| 
Capt. Fletcher, 1st West India Regiment, | 
commanding the troops at Sierra Leone, re- 
ceived an order from Acting Gov. Dougan 
to embark 150 men of all ranks on board 
the screw steam gun vessel «Peazer, 3. At 
3 o'clock all were on board, consisting of the 
Ast and 3rd West India Regiments, com- 
manded by Captain Fletcher, Lieutenant 
Strachan and Wylie, of the Ist, Lieutenant 
Vincent of the 2nd, and Lieutenants Kerr 


off the town of Malageak, and, after firing 
a 32 pound shot anda 16 pound shell over 
the town, a flag of truce was hoisted at the 
King’s house, upon which Capt. Fletcher 
landed the troops under cover of the steam- 
er’s guns, consulted with the joint commis- 
sioners, Lieutenant Commander Nicholas 
and Mr. Dillet, private secretary to Acting 
Governor Dougan, and granted 1 hour to 
the King to hold his « p At the ex- 
piration of one hour anda half the troops 
advanced fo the centre of the town without 
opposition, and set fire to the mosque, the 
King’s house, and several other buildings. 
‘The intense heat of the flame compelled the 
troops to retire to their boats, on reaching 
which a smart fire was opened upon them by 
the enemy in ambush at each side of the land- 
ing place, and fiye soldiers were wounded. 
The ‘Teazer was reached without further op- 
position, when it was discovered a portion 
of the town remained unburned ; another con- 
sultation was held, and it was determined to 
drop down to Binty Point, at the mouth of 
the Mallieuti, and reduce Malageak to ashes, 
according to the instructions of Acting Goy- 
ernor Dougan. t 
On the moraing of the 23rd, at an early 
hour, Commander Nicholas poured into the 
town (which was still in flames) and the ad- 
jacent bushes, grape, canister, and shell. In 
half an hour the troops again landed without 
opposition, and advanced. Com. Nicholas 
and Mr. Dillet headed the landing division 
to point out the houses to be burned, Cap- 
tain Fletcher and Lieutenant Wylie followed 
with the main division to support. In amo- 
ment the small advanced division appeared 
to be attacked by an overwhelming force. 
Mr. Dillet fell to the rear, wounded in the 
head and left leg ; Commander Nicholas shot 
through both thighs; and Serjeant. Major 
Scanlon, of the 3rd, and several men were 
killed, Captain Fletcher was driven back 
toa small bank of mud and sand near the 
~entrance of the Malagea; Lieutenant Wylie 
was wounded and subsequently killed ; Lieut, 
Vincent shot through the body ; Paymaster 
Edwards, of the ‘ Teazer,? shot in the head 
and heart; Deputy Assistant Commissary 
General Firth taken prisoner and the men 
fell rapidly, killed by the enemy’s fire. One 
boat succeeded in reaching the ‘Teazer y 
but the Pinnace, with 30 to 40 men, in push- 
ing off, filled and capsized, riddled with bul- 
lets. ‘The soldiers were either drowned, shot 
by the enemy, or butchered when they gained 
the banks of the river. Of the 150 men of 
all ranks embarked, 72 were killed, 12 
wounded or missing, and 9 taken prisoners, 


‘At Niagara Falls yesterday, five men got 
into a boat at the Suspension Bridge, wien 
they broke one of the oars and the boat be- 
came tinmanageable. They: were carried 
down to the Whirlpool, when the boat upset 
and broke to pieces. All the men were 
drowned, Names not known.— Elkhart 
Herald, Aug. 11s
